Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Karen Dior's I Dream Of Queenie 

is Not Approved. 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video slick contains images and text which depict sexual conduct of a highly degrading nature. 
A woman in a medical examination smock sitting on an examination table and a man with a mbber 
glove on his hand in which a speculum is held, is pictured in a prominent position on the front cover 
of the publication. On the back cover there is text which describes the physical examination in 
sexuaksed language. The remainder of the back cover contains images of explicit sexual activity. 

The Classification Office is of the view that the video slick depicts the sexualised use of medical 
equipment and sexual conduct of a degrading nature such that if the video slick were submitted to 
the Classification Office under si3(1) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 
1993 it would be classified as objectionable. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been considered in classifying the video slick. The 
Classification Office is of the opinion that not approving the video slick is a justifiable limit on the 
freedom of expression that is prescribed by law given the representation of sexual conduct of a 
degrading nature and sexualising of a medical procedure.
